(An Editorial) 

Elsewhere on this page appears a brief notice which 
states that due to lack of support, student assemblies are 
about to become a thing of the past on the Don campus. 
A highlight during the campus week in probably every 
university, college, business school, high school, junior 
high, and grammar school in existence, such gatherings, 
it would seem, elicit so little interest here that they have 
been threatened with abandonment. 


Why? Because interesting and entertaining programs, 
in the words of the commissioner of assemblies, attract 
“only a handful of nearly 900 students” when they are 
held in Willard auditorium and hardly more when switch- 
ed to the campus and held out-of-doors, right under stu- 


dent noses. 


We would regret to see such an integral part of the 
wideawake junior college as the student assembly aban- 
doned. Such gatherings may seem of minor importance 
in the stream of educational and diverting college events 
but it is our opinion that they are meant to be more than 
mere enlightenment and entertainment. They are intended,
